Ii is dq.hilu-ria 
of a malignant kind, and the pcr.-< ii will 
probably die very speedily. 

Cose. A jM*rson mentinn*, a* 
ridcutally, that his throat is sore: he ha- 
been a little rnld ; hi* head ached a lit¬ 
tle, but be is better now. Look in his 
throat, llto uvula is a little inllamed : 
tin; palate red. not purple: the tonsil- 
not much if at all swollen.but upon them 
a cap of dirty white, or a few .-.ratten**! 
spots of the same. It is diphtheria, ami ■ 
under good treatment the patient will 
probably get well, if a grown tip person | 
of naturally good health. If a child, 
there is much danger that the white mem 
brant* will grow thicker and spread to 
the nostrils and windpipe, ami -top the 
breath. 

Third Cone. A person says his throat 
tickles: he coughs: *his head aches: ln- 
vomits; is faint: take* no food: hi.- 
throat is sore. Look in it. Hi- whole 
throat is raw as a bit of beef steak, yci 
you can set* uo white jatelus. It is 
diphtheritic sore throat,and will get well, 
passing off through the nose, like a com¬ 
mon cold. Old people an* not apt to 
have diphtheria severely. The best treat¬ 
ment is to pound half a handful of chlo¬ 
rate of potass finely; put this into a pirn 
of cold water: let as much dissolve a. 
will; gargle the throat every hour with 
the water,and occasionally swallow some. 
Bits of ice held in tlie mouth are verv 
grateful, and molt rapidly in the h< t 
mouth, and help put out the fin* therein 
Dissolve plenty of common salt iu a bowl 


of cold water: wring out a bmg *tr 
tlannol in it : wind it round the itc 
Then wind round one or two warm 
fortcr*. and let the throat -wea'. 1 
is nnplcnsant, apply volatile liuiim-i * 
a tlannel. A small dose of jdiy-i* 
had.

is still belter. For this purpose make a 
heap of dried sods, or bm.-h. or any 
eomhuatihle material, and cover it with 
lump* of clay or clayey soil, leaving holrs 
enough for ventilation. This mass when 
it is reduced by homing, makes a pow¬ 
erful absorbent, and is much less ex pen- 
' sive than plaster. If it is not burnt, the 
lumps should he knocked fine with a 
hammer or mallet. 

Every place about the house and hams, 
when 1 there is the smell of ammonia, 
should hive these coarse or fine absorb¬ 
ents. Many farmers loss- one, two, and 
three hundred dollar* a yvar for want of 
them, according to the mini her of nni- 
mala they keep. Tin-money goes stream¬ 
ing off into (he air as palpably as if a 
whirlwind took up a pile of bank bills. 
The nose lakes eogiiirancc of it. but be¬ 
cause farmers arc not a<Tu.»tonicd to 
reckon money by their olfactories, they 
do Hot perceive tin ir bis*. The loss 
nevertheless i,* as real a- if llu-ir pockets 
had been picked. Mi*. farmers save 
tlicir atuiuotiia.— Fanner. 

Drom.vi, r.v%*. Two years ago. 1

The best [>art of all the manures in 
our bani-y arda is a inn ion i a. ami this evap¬ 
orates if we do nothiug to save it. It 
goes off in the shape of a volatile ga*. 
v-r;- pungent to tin- rtiiell. Heine the 
sir.-ng i-dor about stall*, barn-yard-, 
sink drains, and privies. How to cat. h 
t..i« fugitive and make him do just ice to 
our ganhns and fields, is the question. 
It an not be done if we keep our cattle 
at the -tack-yard all Winter. There i» 
a • cad loss of five dollar* on every ani- 
iiid so kepi. It nt if the cattle are 
: Tabled or kept under open sheds, tnn-t 
of the manure may be ea-ilv saved. A 
b. dding of dry muck two or three feet 
thick will absorb an enormous quantity 
of li-[uid manure, and will not need to 
be removed iihiit than once before 
Spring. The solid manure should be 
removed cvi-ry day ativl covered with 
i..uek or old litter. 

In tin- -tables, if they are cleaned 
i-very day. it is a good plan to sprinkle 
on plaster of Taris every day, about a 
pint to earh stall. If this is not at hand, 
dry muck made very fine will answer a 
good purpose. The foulest -table rlonr 
will lose its pungent odor in a few min¬ 
utes, if it be covered with fine, muck or 
pulverized peat. The finer and dryer 
this earth is made, the greater its ab¬ 
sorbing power If it has lain over one 
. aeason it in readily prepared for this 
purpose by a «hotel.
